Outlined

Running a motion picture 
theater circuit in South Africa 
has more censor problems than 
those of the Brie Johnston of- 
fice in Hollywood, according to 
Lawrence R. Kent, father oii 
Mrs. James Miller, of 4820 
Milne Ave., with whom he is 
visiting.

Actually, Kent does this job 
from the London offices of 
20th Century-Fox, but makes 
extended trips to Portuguese 
Africa, the Rodhesias and Ken­ 
ya, all in the territory of the 
Union of South Africa. In his 
17th year of overseas duty, 
Kent and his wife, Ann, who 
formerly was with the film di­ 
vision of the American Em­ 
bassy in London, are on a 
semi-annual holiday in the 
Status and will attend business 
conferences with Fox officials 
in New York before returning 
to England.

As the people of South Africa 
are divided into three classes, 
Europeans (all white people), 
Non Europeans (Chinese, Ma­ 
layans, Indians, Philipinos, and 
Japanese) and Blacks (all No- 
gros), the problems of censor­ 
ship are three-fold because 
each class has its own laws, 
Kent said.

Leaders Say 
Land Values 
Not Factual

The government's contention that there is properly 
available to the school district at lessor cost than the :?6- 
acre site declared surplus to the needs of the Torrance 
Navy Annex is based on inaccurate and untrue information, 
city and school leaders charged this week. 

Texts of letters sent by Dr.,
J. H. Hull as superintendent of 
schools, William C. Hosweli, 
school board president, and 
Mayor Albert Isen mere made 
public this week, and each 
charges that the decision to 
deny the school district's appli­ 
cation for the land was based 
on false reports.

REPLYING TO the state­ 
ment that there is other prop­ 
erty available in the area at 
lesser cost, President Boswell 
wrote:

"This is an obviously incor­ 
rect statement as there is no 
land in Torrance that we know 
of that is available for less 
than $25,000 or more an acre."

BOSWELL TOLD Franklin 
Floete, administrator of the 
General Services Administra­ 
tion, that "we are going to take 
if up with other governmental 
officials 'and go to the Presi­ 
dent, if necessary, with it."

Board Puts Final Stamp 
On $11.6 Million Budget

An 11.8 million dollar bud- 
get for 1960-61 received ap­ 
proval of the .Torrance Board 
of Education at its annual bud­ 
get hearing Tuesday night. The 
new budget probably will 
mean an increase of about 10 
cents on the local school tax 
rate, officials said.

The budget was the same as 
presented two weeks ago for 
consideration. About 85 per 
cent of funds go for salaries 
and some 70 per cent of the 
funds go directly for instruc­ 
tional expenses.

ALTHOUGH official figures 
have not been received, indi­ 
cations are that the new tax 
rate will be about $3.5!) per 
$100 assessed valuation, As­ 
sistant Supt. S. E. Waldrip 
said. This is an increase of 
about 10 cents. Final film's

, might be a little higher or low­ 
er, he indicated, depending on 
bond rates.

Since the district has reach­ 
ed the legal ceiling of its tax 
capacities for instructional pur­ 
poses, the overall increase was 
due to collection of a 10-cent 
community service tax for the 
first time. The U.w allows col 
lection of this money to cover 
costs incurred when other 
community groups.use school 
facilities.

Officials described the bud­ 
get as "skin tight." Superin­ 
tendent J. H. Hull pointed out 
that reserves were cut to about 
'/z per cent, compared with a 
recommended figure of 10 oer 
cent,

A BRKAKDOWN of expenses 
indicated that the money would 
be spent as follows:  

Instruction, 69.3 per cent; 
school operations, 10.6 per | 
cent; fixed charges (employee 
retirement contributions). 4.7 
per cent; administration, 3,8 
per cent; school maintenance, 
3.4 per cent; capital outlay, 
2.5 per cent; auxiliary services, 
2.4 per cent; transportation, 1.9 
per cent; community services, 
.7 per cent; reserves, .4 per 
cent; and food services, .3 per 
cent.

This was the school's tightest 
budget since the district start­ 
ed in 1947, Superintendent 
Hull said.

THE BOARD has called an 
override tax election for Oct. 
11. The district has readied the 
legal limit of its operating tax 
rate. If approved, the 50-cenl 
override would not be effective 
until 1961-62.

Mayor Isen reminded Floe'o 
that the city council had voted 
to suporl the school district s 
application for the land and 
said the GSA denial "was no 
doubt based on information 
which is inaccurate pertaining 
to the availability of land in 
this community."

"WE FAIL to see how the
national interest could be any 
butter served than by making 
this property available to the 
Torrance Unified School Dis­ 
trict at an educational dis­ 
count," Isen wrote.

Specific figures were used 
by Dr. Hull in his letter to 
Floete, in refuting the cost of 
land in the area.

"WE ARE NOW in the pro- 
cess of attempting to purchase 
residential undeveloped prop­ 
erty which is below the water 
line and requires fill in a 
drainage basin," he wrote.

"These two sites are to ba 
used for elementary schools. 
The asking price is $35,000 an 
acre," he said.
